ability of arriving, as quickly us 
tioaalble, at a point of steadiness 
of-prices and values. This ob- 
jective of a greater steadiness we 
have constantly kept before us 
M our national policy.' 


Special 
significance 
was 
at- 
tached to this because sources 
close to the administration ex- 
pressed the belief it was one ol 
three salient points in the speech 
They did not elaborate on it, 
however. 


The remarks on price stabili- 
sation are not a pledge for cur- 
rency stabilization which many 
bankers desire. Many of the 4,000 
delegates who crowded constitu- 
t.lon«l Hall to listen regarded tne 
speech at, leaving the door open 
to whatever monetary strategy 
may be deemed advisable to at- 
tita the desired price level and 
then keep it stable. 


It was recalled that the presi- 
dent has expresed a wish for a 
dollar that would remain steady 
in purchasing power over, a long 
peribd—in other words, a 
man- 


agrtd dollar.

to Moses—though I warrant that 
cone of my readers can remem- 
ber .any more than myself, what 
these'"new" Ten Commandments 
had to say. Simply to read them 
was to realize their Inadequacy 
and 'absurdity. 


Attackers of the Bible 
have 


been legion throughout the ages; 
but their names have passed into 
oblivion, while the old Book re- 
mains, not only the best-selling 
publication on earth, but also in- 
creasingly the accepted rule of 
conduct by mankind. The newest 
and most Impressive conceptions 
of a revised social order 
find 


their genesis in the Bible, and 
they seek to approximate its an- 
cient standards of justice and 
brotherhood, instead of 
having 


been outgrown, the Scriptures are 
today newly coming Into their 
own. 


"Don't Be A Heathen!" 
In modern languages, the ex- 
act paraphrase of Paul's first ad- 
monition to the Ephesian Chris- 
tlans,, in 'our 
present 
lesson, 


would .be "Don't be a heathen!" 
His words were, "that ye no long- 
er .walk as the 
Gentiles 
also 


wallfe"' 
Persons of deliberative 
mind, 


and possessed of some historical 
knowledge, perceive that the "lib- 
eral" and "modern" code of con- 
duct, Which has swept myriads of 
both young and 
older 
persons 


away from their traditional moor- 
ings, Is nothing more nor less 
than a reversion to the paganism

" the world into which Chris- 
ity came. Unbridled self-in- 
•ence, the apotheosis of sen- 
ity, the reign of greed, the 
le of -gambling, the 
preval- 
ent of superstitlon-^these 
were 


characteristics of 
the 
Graeco- 
Ro'Wi civilization. 
The 
stern 


morality of the few strict Jews 
was '» matter of jest. Marital fi- 
delity, and chastity In all its ex- 
pressions, were flouted.

Graves' recent book, "I, Claud- 
ius" mirrors the morals, or lack 
of morals, of the Rome that was 
contemporary with the apostolic 
period.' •

Into thta putrid mass of de- 


cadence, Christianity came, with 
its clear and unequivocal teach- 
ings of chastity, charity, justice, 
kindliness and 
brotherless. The 


recipients of Paul's letter, 
who 


dweH at Ephesus and at other 
centers of city "culture," had no 
doubt as to what he was writ- 
Ing about. Against

background of prevailing

anism he drew a plain picture 
of Christian character and con- 
diet His friends, disciples of Je- 
sus, were to be utterly different 
from their heathen neighbors.

Let us quote fragments

The amendment propose* to lim- 
it the total collection of state 
taxes to $22.50 per inhabitant per 
blennlum or $11.25 'per year. 
This is less than the amount 
collected in the last several years 
and if adopted, will reduce state 
•Uppbrt of the public schools by 
'a considerable 
amount. It has 
been estimated by some that this 
amount will be approximately 50 
per cent of the present state ap- 
portionment. The board believes 
that increased support should be 
madb for our school system to 
compensate the cuts that were 
given in the last several years, 
and that if the amendment Is 
adopted, It will be necessary to 
impose additional cuts, shorten 
the school term, or make up the 
difference by local taxation.

The body of Seale was pre- 


pared for burial by the Corley 
Funeral Home and both bodies 
were taken to Kerens by the 
Stockton 
Funeral Home 
which 
had charge of the arrangements. 
Considerable difficulty was en- 


countered in identifying tho vic- 
tims following the shooting, the 
Louisiana license plate on the car 
of Reagan causing confusion. It 
was several hours after the trag- 
edy before positive Identification 
was established. 


Life Long Fronds. 
Both men were farmers and re- 


sided several miles north of Ker- 
ens toward Bazette and had been 
life long friends. 
Seale was a well-known ama- 
teur and 
Independent 
baseball 


player and was a member of the 
Magnolia Refiners club here for 
the past several seasons. 
Thsre were no witnesses to the 


tragedy as far as officers have 
been able to determine.

Intimation of

tragedy was contained In a tele- 
phone message to Deputy Sheriff 
Walter Hayes at the sheriff's of- 
fice by a man named Jones who 
resides near the site

and one In a car, both bloody. 
Jones, did not hear the shots. 
Deputies Floyd and Allen Gallo- 
way were sent to investigate the 
affair by Hayes and after the 
ambulance rushed to the scene, 
Sheriff Rufus Pevehouse joined 
in the Investigations.

NATION'S BANKERS 
URGED TO LEND MORE 


LIBERALLY OF CASH 


JESSE JONES, RFC CHAIR- 


MAN, 
MAKES PLEA AT THE 


WASHINGTON CONVENTION 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 
24.—(F)— 


The nation's bankers were asked 
by the Roosevelt administration 
today to lend 
more 
liberally— 


even to the extent of 
making 


"loans they would not ordinarily 
wish to make" and "loans that 
will need to be indulged." 
Jesse H Jones, chairman of the 


Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion, which was organized to save 
banks and business earlier in the 
depression, made this plea be- 
fore the American Bankers' Asso- 
ciation convention. 


Though bankers say they have 


been eager to lend, Jones de- 
clared there was'indusputable evi; 
dence" they have not done so as 
freely as they could. 


The Texas banker told. his col- 


leagues that the. dollar Is the 
best money any patriotic Ameri- 
can can have," and pledged the 
government's aid in an effort to 
loose the flood gates of credit. 
"There is no longer danger," 


he said, "and the banker must 
do more than his full share to- 
ward national recovery." 


As a token of good faith, the 


chairman 
Indicated he would move 


to reduce the. number of bank 
examinations to one a year. He 
expressed the opinion that bank 
examinatlpns should be more len- 
ient 
He stressed the 
government's 


new campaign to refinance mort- 
gages through finance companies 
using 
government 
funds, 
and 


otherwise explained the attempts 
to thaw credit. 


Throws Bouquet 
He threw a bouquet'to most of 


the delegates In urging that more 
control over banking be given the 
country banker—most of the dele- 
gates 
are 
from 
comparatively 


small banks. He said "the coun- 
try banker is still taking bis cue 
from the city banker, and that 
is probably the reverse of what 
It should be. If we are to have 
remote control, let's reverse It." 


The chairman also held that a 


further decentralization of credit 
control is worthy of 
considera- 


tion." 
"There is still a great deal of 


concentrated 
power," he 
said, 


"and congress might look further 
into the question of interlocking 
directors and control by 
influ- 


ence." 
This remark apparently applied 


to big city bankers, who .often 
have been the RFC chairman's 
target. 
He enumerated the 
agencies 


available to the banks. 


Banks Full of Money 
"With a great 
abundance 
ot 


credit and credit facilities avail- 
able," he said, "banks chock full 
of money; the right to discount 
long-time paper with the federal: 
to borrow from the federal on 
all kinds of collateral; access to 
correspondents 
anxious to lend; 


and the RFC ready to lend on 
favorable terms, or to furnish 
capital stock at 3.5 per cent for 
five years and 4 per cent there- 
after until retired from profits- 
banks should make loans 
that 


they are willing to carry for sev- 
eral years." 


After advising the banks to re- 


examine their 
capital, and 
to 


borrow from the RFC if more 
was needed, the- chairman said: 


More Leniency 


"Such a course would not only 


provide the banks with ample 
capital to meet all contingencies, 
but would enable them to be 
more 'lenient with their present 
borrowers, and to make addition- 
al loans in aid of recovery; some 
of which they would not ordi- 
narily wish to make. 
"I am not suggesting that they 


make 
questionable 
loans, 
but 


loans that will need to be In- 
dulged." 
' 


The chairman agreed with past 


criticisms *y bankers that there 
have been too many debt mora- 
toriums, and added: 


"The 
way to avoid more of 


them is for bankers and other 
lenders to continue to show leni- 
ency and display an attitude of 
friendliness toward deserving and 
honest debtors until 
conditions 


improve." 


The chairman cited figures to 
show that 59 per cent of actual 
cash loans made by the RFC have 
been repaid, and declared: 
"This Is undlsputable evidence 
that you can, and could 
have 


made loans you have been un- 
willing to make, and that the 
loans will be repaid without pres- 
sure, for the RFC has not forced 
a single collection."
